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A PERFECT DELUGE. .

CAUrOUNIA IS ALMOST ll.OODlil)
WITH WATEU.

Tlio Sncraincnta HUcr Twenty-Seve- n

Teot Aboo Low Wntcr Mark anil
SHU Raging.
Cottonwood, Cal., Dec., 11. Tho

heaviest rain over knowu to fall In
Shasta county fell hero
Tho Sacramento river la twenty-seve- n

feet above low water mark
and still rising. Cottonwood creek
is twenty-flv- o feet abovd low water
mark and within nineteen Inches of
reaching tho railroad bridge, cover-lu- g

thousands of acres of l'ind, mak-
ing many of tho county roads im-
passable. Mrs. John Dorrls' house
Is sutrouuded with three or four
feet of water, and should tho rain
continue Its downpour through tho
night it is in danger of being swept
away. Tho half mllo of railroad
bridge ou the eouth edgo of town is
in a very rocky condition and Is
expected to be washed away at
every moment. It is guarded by n
largo crow of men. Four hundred
yards of railroad track on tho south
end of tho bridge is washed away.
A railroad bridge at Hooker station,
three miles south of here, was
washed away this aftei noon, also a
half mllo of track. Eight inches of
rain fell during tho past twenty-fou-r

hours, and at this wrltimr con-

tinues to pour down with no pros-
pect of letting up. Such a storm
has never been known to rngo In
Northern California. No trains can
i each or, pass Cottonwood Insldo of
two or tnreo days.

Itnn Ui.ui'F, Cal., Dec. 11. --It Is

yery probable, judging from tho
weather and tho river, that a large
portion of the Sacramento valloy
will bo Hooded before night. The
river has risen eight feetslnco 10
o'clock, and is rising at tho rato of
two feet per hour now. It height
at 8 o'clock was twenty-thre- e feet.
Tho ralu contlnups to fall very hard
and the creeks running into tho
Sacrameuto are very full. Reed's
creek bridge, near Red IlIufT, Is be-

ing washed away oh tho south ap-

proach.

Opium Smugglers Suffer Arrest at
liyJU.

Tacoma, Wash., Dec. 11. Early
this morning a most Important
capture of a band of smugglers was
made at Ocean Wharf by Charles
A. BillliiL', deputy U. S., customs
Inspector, together with 200 taols of
opium, valued at $2210. For sev-

eral joins the Sound country has
beon Infested with a gang of opium
smugglers, and although Inspectors
lmvo been constantly on the
alert, only i few havo beon
ojpturcd, niid tlieno only "stool
pigeons" for leaders, Two of
tho most notorious smugglers that
ever practiced In the statu nro Hill
KiiHton, alliii "JSInck Hill," mid Jack
I'owors.
